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Claims 89-123 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (a), 
(b), (e) and (f) as anticipated by or, in the alter- 
native, under 35 U.S.C. 103 as obvious over Lormeau et 
al. Patent '662, '758 and '770 for reasons of record. 

The references discloses heparin fractions and com- 
positions of the types claimed. 

Applicant's arguments filed January 2, 1987 have 
been fully considered but they are not deemed to be per- 
suasive . 

Applicants' urging that Lormeau et als patents 
heparin fractions are just fractions obtained by depoly- 
merization of naturally occurring heparin and that the 
instant compounds are synthetically prepared does not 
overcome this re jection, fhat the present compounds are 
synthetically prepared does not patentably distinguished 
them over the naturally occur-ing counterparts. 
Applicants' also argue that^ character istics of the pre- 
sent compounds and compositions produced unexpected 
results. 

However, the presents claims do not set 
forth any distinctive characteristics or. properties. 
Hence, the instant compounds and ^ a o mpound3 - are deemed to 
be anticipated hereby or obvious from the cited prior 
art .

Claims 42-48, 86, 87 and 124-"are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over Szarek et al., 
Nair et al . , the PCT French patent or the KochetkoV et 
al reference for reasons of record. 

Applicants" remarks have been carefully considered 
but are not deemed to be persuasive. 

The presents arguments have been rebutted in paper 
no. 10 and in the absence of evidence to the contrary the 
present process is deemed obvious in view of the cited 
prior art.
